Hyde  Park  free  forum.  The  leaders 
of  class  and  student  body 
government  seem  to  be  divided  on 
these  issues:  the  loyalty  of 
students  to  classes,  the 
representation  of  the  greatest 
number  of  students  and  the  real 
usefulness  of  class  offices. 

Class  Loyalty 

ASBYU  president  Ken 
Kartchner  said  the  loyalty  of  most 
students  was  to  their  department. 
“Ever  since  my  freshman  year,  1 
haven’t  felt  close  to  any  class,”  he 
said.  “If  the  activities  appeal  to 
students  they’ll  go  whether 
they’re  in  a class  or  not.” 

Sophomore  president  Kent 
Smith  said  “They  have  more 
identity  with  the  class  than  the 
college.” 

According  to  Kartchner,  the 
choice  was  simple.  “Either  you 
feel  close  to  your  class  or  you 
don’t.” 

Senior  class  president  Dave  Ross 
said  the  real  issue  was 
representation.  He  feels 
underclassmen  are  not  well 
represented  on  the  Executive 
Council  because  there  are  no 
sophomore  or  freshman  vice 
presidents. 

Kartchner  said  “The  whole  issue 
of  representation  is  full  of 
baloney.  A person  represents 
himself  and  nobody  else.” 

The  president  called  class 
government  archaic  and 
frustrating.  He  said  eliminating 
class  government  is  “an  act  of 
kindness  to  class  presidents.

Prophets,  Protestantism 
Analyzed  By  Brown

Prophets  and  secular 
Protestantism  came  under  analysis 
yesterday  by  Dr.  Harold  O.J. 
Brown,  a Congregational  Minister 
and  secretary  for  a student 
Christian  organization. 

Dr.  Brown  named  Darwin, 
Marx,  and  Freud  “the  prophets  of 
the  monolithic  1 0th  century 
culture’’  and  then  spent  his 
remaining  hour  explaining  what  a 
prophet  is,  why  he  speaks  of  a 
monolithic  20th  century  culture, 
why  he  calls  these  men  its 
prophets  and  the  consequences  of 
these  ideas. 

The  secretary  of  the 
International  Fellowship  of 
Evangelical  Students  defined  a 
prophet  as  a man  who  can  predict 
or  foretell  the  future.  He 
maintained  that  in  this  sense, 
Darwin,  Freud  and  Marx  have 
been  prophets. 

Evolution  Process 

“Darwin,  for  example,  by 
looking  back  into  the  history  of 
man  as  he  saw  it,  thought  that 
man’s  present  situation  was  the 
result  of  the  process  of  evolution, 
and  the  obvious  implication  is 
that  this  will  continue,”  stated 
Brown,  “in  other  words  that  man 
will  become  something  different, 
something  better,  something 
higher.  In  this  way  he  was 
foretelling  the  future.” 

The  young  minister  also  pointed 
out  that  Freud  was  a prophet 
since  he  foretold  the  ebbing  away 


of  religion,  which  he  felt  was 
based  on  only  illusions. 

Brown  agreed  with  Freud  that 
traditional  religion  is  failing  but 
that  it  is  just  being  replaced  with 
more  illusions  such  as  the  “cult  of 
the  occult.” 

Marx  is  a prophet,  according  to 
Brown,  because  of  his 
development  of  the  historical 
dialectic  which  he  used  to  foretell 
the  future— even  though  all  he 
prophesied  has  not  worked  out. 

Dr.  Brown  explained,  however, 
that  there  is  another  dimension  to 
prophecy- that  of  forthtelling, 
speaking  for  God  or  with  a 
sanction  and  special  authority. 

In  this  sense,  Brown  explained

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US  Viet  Involvement 
Not  'Cut-anJ-Dry' Issue

This  is  the  day  and  age  for  everyone  to  chose  a side,  and  Vietnam  is 
the  issue  to  argue  about.  Both  sides  of  the  political  spectrum  seem  to  go 
off  the  deep  end  when  it  comes  to  ranting  and  raving  the  “cause”. 

When  you  talk  to  the  average  person  on  the  street,  you  find  that  his 
mind  is  made  up  mostly  of  the  things  he  has  been  told  by  the  side  he 
supports.  You  soon  see  he  hasn’t  got  the  foggiest  idea  exactly  why  or 
how  we  got  involved  in  Vietnam. 

Do  you  know  why  we  are  there?  The  causes  go  back  to  the  close  of 
World  War  II.  For  nearly  20  years  prior  to  the  war,  Vietnamese 
nationalists,  directly  mostly  by  Ho  Chi  Minh,  had  carried  on  an 
underground  struggle  for  independence  from  France. 

During  the  world  war.  Ho  Chi  Minh,  as  head  of  the  Vietminh, 
continued  as  the  principle  rallying  agent  for  underground  factions 
opposed  to  both  French  and  Japanese  occupation. 

The  United  States  and  Nationalist  China  recognized  Ho  as  the  leader 
of  the  nationalist  coalition.  The  US  supplied  the  Vietminh  with  arms 
and  supplies  and  in  turn  received  information  on  Japanese  troop 
movements. 

Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  was  strongly  opposed  to  French  colonial  rule 
in  Indo-China;  throughout  World  War  II,  Ho  was  led  to  believe  that  the 
Vietnamese  would  receive  support  from  the  United  States  in  their 
struggle  for  freedom.  On  September  2,  1945,  Ho  Chi  Minh  proclaimed 
the  independence  of  all  Vietnam. 

British  and  Japanese  troops  supported  the  French  against  Vietnamese 
units  until  French  reinforcements  arrived  by  December  of  1945  to 
again  claim  French  domination. 

In  March,  1946,  Ho  and  the  French  representative,  Jean  Sainteny, 
negotiated  the  following  agreement:  France  recognized  the  Republic  of 
Vietnam  as  a “French  State”  within  the  French  Union,  under  Ho  Chi 
Minh,  with  its  capitol  at  Hanoi.  In  return.  Ho  agreed  to  the  stationing 
of  French  troops  in  the  north  with  the  understanding  that  they  would 
be  withdrawn  by  1951. 

France  neither  withdrew  troops  nor  held  the  promised  elections.  On 
June  1,  1946,  the  French  recognized  a puppet  government  in  South 
Vietnam.  As  the  French  military  collapsed,  the  United  States 
underwrote  80%  of  the  cost  of  their  war. 

As  you  can  see,  the  Vietnam  question  is  not  a very  cut  and  dried 
situation.  The  United  States,  as  they  did  in  Cuba,  lost  a good  and 
valuable  ally  by  not  keeping  our  first  commitment. 

We  have  blundered  many  times  in  the  past;  let’s  not  follow  through 
with  the  same  mistakes.  Both  political  sides  in  this  country  have  good 
ideas.  We  should  always  support  our  President,  but  never  should  we  be 
herded  around  like  sheep. 

The  peace  demonstrations  that  are  taking  place  make  a good  point,  as 
long  as  they  remain  peaceful.  Not  all  participants  are  Communists; 
some,  merely  people  concerned.  The  time  for  name-calling,  from  both 
sides,  is  over.  We  feel  that  both  have  something  to  contribute  to  our 
country.  As  a great  man  once  said,  “Come.  Let  us  reason  together!”

“Meaningful  Experience” 

Dear  Editor, 

Because  of  my  experience  in  both  class 
government  and  student  body  government,  1 have 
some  definite  opinions  and  feelings  about  the 
amendments  which  are  to  be  voted  on  Thursday  and 
Friday  by  the  student  body. 

Because  of  past  and  present  pressure  on  class 
government  from  different  sources,  an  amendment 
is  again  being  proposed  to  do  away  with  all  class 
officers  except  the  Freshman  Class.  The  class 
government  in  response  has,  by  form  of  an 
initiative,  proposed  an  amendment  to  put  the  class 
presidents  on  the  Executive  Council  as  voting 
members. 

I feel  that  class  government  has  and  is  fulfilling  a 
meaningful  position  and  its  accomplishments  merit 
its  continuance.  However,  class  government  and 
student  body  government  are  separate  and  are 
different  in  their  responsibilities,  duties,  and  in  the 
factions  they  are  elected  by  and  responsible  to. 
Student  body  officers,  (student  body  president  and 
vice-presidents),  are  elected  by  a vote  of  the  entire 
student  body  to  represent  and  legislate  for  the 
student  body.  A class  officer  is  elected  only  by  the 
class  of  which  he  is  a member,  to  provide  activities 
and  opportunities  for  student  involvement  for 
members  of  that  class  which  elected  him.  This 
election  doesn’t  require,  nor  should  it  permit  them 
to  take  on  the  responsibilities  of  those  who  are 
elected  to  legislate  for  the  student  body  at  large. 

This  does  not,  in  any  way,  cut  the  class  officers 
off  from  communication  with  the  Executive 
Council  because  the  cabinet  (comprised  of  class 
president  and  student  body  president)  acts  as  an 
advisory  board  to  the  president  and  Executive 
Council. 

The  Constitution  also  provides  for  the  class 
officers  and  Executive  Council  to  meet  every  three 
weeks  for  coordinating  purposes.  At  this  time  the 
classes  may  present  any  legislation  they  would  like 
the  Executive  Council  to  act  upon. 

In  weighing  both  sides  evenly,  I feel  that  class 
government  has  had,  and  still  has,  all  the  power 
necessary  to  accomplish  its  goals.  To  put  class 
officers  on  the  Executive  Council  would  only  result 
in  confusion  that  would  result  from  loading  a 
legislative  body  with  too  many  members.  This  has 
been  previously  tried  and  has  proved  ineffective. 

After  examining  the  alternatives,  I have  decided 
to  vote  NO  on  Amendment  H,  thus  keeping  the 
legislative  powers  in  the  realm  that  it  was  originally 
intended. 

I would  encourage  everyone  to  become  informed 
of  the  facts  by  examining  both  sides,  then  make  the 
decision  which  you  feel  will  best  serve  the  future  of 
class  government  and  student  body  government.

Negro  Recruitment-No  Change

According  to  recent  articles  in 
le  “Los  Angeles  Times”  and  the 
'ortland  Oregonian,”  BYU  has 
■ anged  its  policy  on  the 
cruitment  of  Negroes  for 
thletics. 


This  is  not  true.  The  policy  has 
not  been  changed.  Everyone  who 
is  willing  to  live  the  standards  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  has  always  been 
and  still  is  welcome  to  attend 
school  here  and  participate  in  all 
school-supported  activities. 

According  to  Dean  Milton  F. 
Hartvigsen  of  the  College  of 
Physical  Education,  “Our 
recruiters  will  probably  become 
more  watchful  for  Negro  athletes 


who  are  interested  in  attending 
BYU.  In  the  past,  we  haven’t  had 
many-  Negro  athletes  simply 
because  those  we  did  contact  were 
not  interested  in  coming  here.” 

“We  have  always  had  an  open 
door  policy  with  everyone 
welcome  to  come  here,” 
Hartvigsen  further  commented. 
“If  the  attitude  of  the  Negro 
changes  we  will  undoubtedly  see 
colored  athletes  participating  in 
the  various  varsity  sports.”

that  Freud,  Marx  and  Darwin 
were  prophets  because  they  claim 
a prophetic'  authority  because 
their  ideas  “make  sense,”  which 
Brown  felt  was  important  to 
know  in  order  to  understand  the 
20th  century  mind  and  the  role 
these  men  have  in  it. 

The  20th  century  culture  Dr. 
Brown  described  as  coming  from  a 
single  religious  root  and 
monolithic  despite  many  facets. 

“Most  of  the  20th  century  has 
certain  basic  ideas,”  said  Brown  in 
explaining  how  the  culture  is 
monolithic.  One  of  these  ideas  is 
secularism  which  means  temporal 
and  worldly  thought  and  action. 

Revelation  is  unthinkable  to  the 
secular  man.  Dr.  Brown  said,  and 
this  idea  has  become  monolithic 
in  society. 

“We  must  face  it  (the  idea)  or 
we  will  be  surrounded  and 
overwhelmed  by  it,”  he  added. 
“In  summary  the  secular  mind  is 
against  eternal  principals  and  any 
intervention  of  an  outside  force.” 

The  attack  against  Christianity, 
the  young  conservative  noted,  is 
based  on  the  idea  that  one  cannot 
prove,  for  example,  that  God 
spoke  to  man— it  is  subjective. 

“You  can  say,  there  is  a chance 
that  He  will  prove  himself  to  you, 
if  He  is  real,”  stated  Dr.  Brown  in 
justifying  Christianity.  “But  if  He 
is  not  real,  there  is  no  chance  that 
He  will  prove  to  you  that  He  is 
not  real.  This  is  no  proof  but  an 
attempt  to  show  that  the  other 
position  is  a reli^ous  position  for 
which  there  is  even  less  proof  than 
for  historical  Christianity.”

Brown  explained  that  the 
difference  between  this  historical 
Christianity  or  Biblical  theism  and 
what  he  termed  the  secular  blind 
theism  of  the  secularists  is  in  their 
opposing  views  of  man. 

He  said  that  Christianity  gives 
man  a personal  reason  to  exist  and 
a goal  to  reach  for.  Thus,  a human 
gains  a will,  individual  judgment 
and  a means  of  expression. 

As  he  analyzed  his  three 
prophets.  Dr.  Brown  noted  they 
all  give  man  no  purpose,  Darwin 
simply  making  him  a part  of  a 
process. 

“Signmund  Freud  attacked  the 
individuality  of  a person,”  said 
the  speaker  in  explaining  that 
Freud  took  a deterministic  view 
of  man.  To  Freud,  man  was  just 
the  product  of  his  heredity  and 
experiences  with  no  will. 


Finally,  Marx  attac 
whole  idea  of  the  divine  i 
in  history  with  his  1 
dialectic,  claimed  Dr.^ 
because  Marx  felt  that  n 
follows  natural  law. 

Brown  stated  that  all  tfi 
are  religious  in  nature 
their  authors,  Marx,  Fr 
Darwin,  simply  substitt 
own  prophetic  beliefs  foi 
beliefs.  He  went  even  ft 
state  that  these  beliefs.^ 
that  were  stolen  from^ 
traditions  and  secularize^ 

“You  won’t  unders

Some  10,000  BYU  students  were  given  a huge  Christmas  present 
Tuesday  night  of  370  swirling,  stomping,  smiling,  enthusiastic 
International  Folk  Dancers. 

“Christmas  Around  the  World,”  a combined  effort  of  the 
International  Folk  Dancers  and  Ballroom  Dance  team,  brought  steps 
from  throughout  the  globe  to  the  students  who  packed  the  Fieldhouse 
at  two  performances  Tuesday  night. 

A third  performance  was  last  night,  with  concerts  for  elementary  and 
secondary  Utah  Valley  schools  Friday  at  9:15  and  10:30  a.m.  at  the 
Fieldhouse.  Friday  and  Saturday  at  8 p.m.  the  dancers  will  perform  for 
Granger  Stakes  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  at 
Kearns  High  School. 

A Mexican  suite,  choreographed  by  Rene  Alba  and  featuring  rich 
colorful  costumes  recently  acquired  by  the  Folk  Dancers,  set  the 
invigorating  pace  of  the  show.  Included  in  the  suite  was  a dance 
designed  to  prove  that  one  is  “never  to  old  to  dance  in  Mexico,”  in 
which  male  dancers,  masked  as  old  men,  flirted  and  flitted  with 
senoritas. 

Perpetual  Energy 

An  English  sword  dance  with  intricately  intertwined  manipulations 
highlighted  the  group’s  contribution,  which  was  marked  with  seemingly 
perpetual  energy. 

Russian,  Israeli  and  European  sections  took  the  audience  even  further 
from  United  States  culture  with  the  dancers’  suede  alpine  pants  with 
suspenders,  clanking  swords  and  stylized  movements. 

The  Ukranian  segment  of  the  program,  interspersed  with  leaps, 
mid-air  splits,  stomps  and  high-flying  footwork,  capped  the  Folk 
Dancers’  polished  performance  under  Mrs.  Mary  Bee  Jensen’s  direction. 

The  grace  and  artistry  of  world  champion  dancers  Roy  and  June 
Mavor  brought  the  audience  to  its  feet  in  both  performances  as  the 
Ballroom  Dance  team  coaches  waltzed  to  “Lara’s  Theme”  from  “Dr. 
Zhivago.” 

The  Ballroom  Dancers,  gliding  in  front  of  the  stage  setting  of  Mexican 
pinatas,  archways  and  Christmas  trees,  performed  South  of  the  Border 
dances  including  the  tango,  samba  and  pasa  doble. 

Women  in  the  Ballroom  Dance  team  swept  the  stage  with  elegance  as 
they  swished  floor-length  blue  velvet  gowns  to  the  “Blue  Danube.”  The 
rest  of  the  Ballroom  Dance  team  joined  for  “Do  I Hear  A Waltz?”  and 
stood  regally  at  the  sidelines  as  Doug  Allred  and  Candi  Davis  presented 
smooth  solo  waltzes.
